The coroner’s jury con- 
tinues to sit with closed doors, and the inves- 
tigation drags along tediously. To-day Cor- 
oner Holt said he had come into possession of 
important evidence which led him to believe 
that the niystery would scon besolved.

Curoner Holt, bowever, assured a reporter 
that the authorities would succeed in arrest- 
ing Rose Ambler’s murder and would be abie 
to convict him. He says that it looks very 
dark for Lewis; as he was in possession of 
much which tends to strengthen the case 
ugainst bim. ‘“‘lam as sure of clearing up 
this murder as I aw ofanything,’’ concluded 
the coroner, ‘‘but you must give usa little 
more time.’’ In answer to the question 
whether it was likely that Lewis wouid be ar- 
rested to-night, the coroner suid that he could 
nottell, Irom furtber conversation the im- 
pression conveyed by Mr. Holt was that Lewis’ 
arrest was Only a question of a few days. and 
perhaps only a few hours. Detective Wood, 
Ribbons and Amaido were even more reticent 
than usual. All three are known to feel cen- 
ident that they can fasten the murder on 
Lewis, and procure sutlicient evidence to 
sutisfy an intelligent jury of his guilt. How 
much this amounts tu will be seen hereafter. 
The testimony taken tended to show that 
Lewis had toid of the murder in Birmingham.

liow Her Executors Lost One Mundred Thousand Dol 


BurraLo, September 26 —An application 
was made before Surrogate Ferris, of this 
county, this morning, for the appointment of 
a teruporary executor of ‘the esta:e of Carvline 
AJC. Filimore, relict of the late President F11] 
more. The present executuris Mr. George 
Gorham, of this city a reputable lawyer, who 
was Mrs. Fillmore’s trusted legal adviser. 
The ground of the application is peculiar. 
Mr. Gorham had charge of about $100,000 
worth of securities belonging to Mvs. Fillmore. 
There being at the time no trust company he 
kept the securitiesin the vault of the Erie 
county savings bank. About .April 30, 1881, 
Mr, Gorham went tothe bank and asked for 
the securities... He was admiited to the pres- 
ident’s room and the securiticSs were given 
him. Hesatdown ata table, took the secu- 
rities from the box in which they were kept, 
and cut from someof them coupons. His 
attention then being called tosomething else, 
he quitted the bank, leaving the securities 
lyiny on the table where he had been sitting. 
Tbe bank eoflicials did not notice them, and 
he did mot immediately recall what he had 
done, . 

The matter was not again thought of. 
Abvut two months later the president of the 
bank received a letter from a lawyer in Balti- 
more statipg that undercertain conditions he 
could restore about $100,000 worth of securi- 
ties stolen from the Erie county bank sume 
time before. This was the first intimation 
that any one in Buffalo had that the securi- 
ties Were gone. Search was immediately 
made, but, ofcourse, there was no truce. Mr. 
Gorham was notitied, and was thunderstruck 
at What had happened. What steps were 
taken to recover the securities are not pub 
licly known. The first offer wasto return 
them for 50 per cent of their face value. The 
heirs of Mr. Fillmore now claim asthe basis 
of their application tora new executor tha: 
the securities were lost by the carelessness 
and negligence of Mr. Gorbam, and they 
allege that he recovered them by paying $25,- 
000 ou! of the estate without the consent of 
the widow. 

Huw the application would have been de- 
cided had it been solely on the merits is not 
known, for the case is further complicated. 
When Mrs. Filmore’s will was admitted to 
probate suvon after her death, the existence 
of the present heirs, and applicants was un- 
known. They appear now chiefly to contest 
the will. The surrogate therefore decided 
.| that they are only contestants and not lega- 
tees, and have no rightto make such applica- 
tion. It was consequently denied. The con- 
test of the willeils nuw oending.

THE LADY INTERVIEWED. 

‘You will bave heard, Mrs. Carey,’’ said I, 
presently, ‘‘that lam anxious to hear some- 
thing of your sad history from your own lips, 
if it is not too painful for you to tell it.” 

“Sure, sir,’ said Mrs. Carey, ‘‘you may well 
call it asad story, but I have nothing to tell 
except what has been in the papers.’’

He 
began an bour and a half after sunrise, and 
quit work before night. 

An old colored man, who is one of the in- 
mates «of Newton county almshouse, claims 
to be 150 yearsold. He says he recollects 
very well when they were tatking about the 
approach of the old revolutionary war. 

Montezuma Record: We were shown a pet- 
rifiedclam vy Mr. F. E. Harrison, who is en- 
gaged on the river improvemeut force below 
Albany. There are yreat shoals in the river 
down there and Mr. Harrison tells us that 
this clam wastaken from arock as large as 
the Record office. He also had a sea globe 
taken from the same rock in a perfect state of 
petrifaction. 

Newnan Herald: Mr. 
Heard county, brought us some specimen 
teeth of a large rattiesunake which was killed 
by his mother, who iseighty-six years of age. 
Mr. Maddux’s little boy steppec on the snake 
before she saw it, When she gathered a rail 
and killed it. The snake measured three feet 
and four inches in length and had eleven rat- 
ties, 

A little son of Mr. Joel Moore, who lives 
on Mr M. N. Coley’s place near Lutherville, 
was smothered to death in a pile of seed cot- 
ton last Wednesday. It seems that there 
were a large pile of the cotton in the house 
and the little boy was playing in it, burrow 
ing a hole and crawling in, when tbe cotton 
filled in on top and smothered the lad. The 
family knew nothing of the occurrence until 
sometime atterward, thinking that he was off 
on the farm somewhere.

Mr. Herman White, who 
resides near Rock Run turnece, informs us 
that he has lived there for forty-eight years. 
He is now 63 years old, and never in his life 
took a chew of tobacco, swore an Oath or got 
drunk. He plants fields of corn and patches 
of cotton. Beforethe railroad was built out 
there or Rome was a market, he hauled cot 
ton to Wetumpka, Alabama, a distance of 
140 miles, and sometimes to Marietta. 

dsailiff McMichael arrested Riley Douglas, 
alias Jim) Williams, in Columobus yesterday. 
Riley is badiy wanted in B-rnesyille, Pike 
county, to answera-charge of assault witb 
intent tou murder, Itseems that some time 
last winter be made an assauit on a white 
man, whose name we did not learn, and 
knocked him in the bead with a weighing 
stick and then escaped. He has been at 
work on a wood or gravel irain here for some 
months, and considered himself safe from the 
arms of the law. 

Mrs. Harper, wife of Lucius Harper, of 
Morgan ceunty, was killed bya cow last 
Monday. Mrs. Harper usually milked her cow 
ina stall, having a pole to hold her there. 
The cow became iestless, and the pole was 
thrown against Mrs. Harper with such force 
as to throw her violently against the ground, 
her heaa strikinga rock and breaking her 
skull.

Mr. Perry 
and a stout negro man, named Pleasant 
Woodson, were driving the gin of Mr. Perry. 
Allison had a whip that had been given bim 
by a negro boy on the place. Pleasant wanted 
the whip, and being refused by the little boy, 
took it by force, choking and otherwise treat- 
ing the little fellow very roughiy. About the 
time Pleasant atiacked Allison Mr. Perry 
rode up in his buggy, and seeing bis 
little boy in the hands of the enraged ruf, 
tian ran up with his buggy whip, when 
the negro drew his knife and rushed upon Mr. 
Perry, who, being unarmed, struck the negro 
with the butt end of his whip, hoping there- 
by to check bis advance. The whip broke, 
however.and Mr. P. stepping ‘backwards, 
stumbled overa wagun tire and fell, his as 
sailant’s knife piercing his clothes and 
slightly cutting bis thigh. The negrofell on 
Mr Perry with open knife, and was just io 
the act of plunging the long, keen biade in 
Mr Perry’s heart when Allison, seeing his 
father’s extreme peril, picked up an old ax, 
and with the courage and precision uf a man, 
struck the neyro a stunning blow on the 
head, so completely demoralizing him that 
he scampered away with addied brain and 
bruised head. Thus it will be seen that a 
nine year old boy saved his father from a 
horrible death by having piuck.

| PRI-ONERS IN JAIL. 
Special to The Constitution, 

CALHOUN, September 26.—There are at pres- 
ent five prisoners in our jail. One couavicted 
of murder aud sentenced to haugon October 
19th, two charged with being accessory to 
tue same crime, one awaiting the extent of 
the injuries said to be sustained at his hands, 
and oue for horse-stealing. 

Margaret Harris, the negro woman who 
pois»ned the Lewis family, and who is to 
suffer the extreme penalty of the law on the 
19h of next month, is a black negress. 
about five feet two inches in height, squarely 
and heavily buiit, and weighs probaoly 150 
pounds. She has only one eye, the 
right one being out, and altogether her 
face is not pleasant to lovk. upon. 
Added to this she has very large hands and 
feet, which make her appear even more bad 
looking. She talked freely with THe ConstI- 
TUTION Correspondent, but did n t really seem 
to comprehend the enurmity of the crime 
which she has com mitted, How- 
ever, she has called in the services of a Bap- 
list negro preacher and seems to think she is 
‘‘voing straight to glory.’’ The crime was 
committed in August ,last. She wished 
to marry a certain negro man,and Mrs. Lewis. 
who raised her from a babe, opposed the 
match. She first stated in court that this 
negro man, Dave McDowell, or Dave Dukes 
as he is better known, and whom she stated 
she wished to marry, induced her to to try to 
‘conjure’ the old lady’s life away by 
puting some white beans in a bottle with 
water in it and burying it with tbe neck of 
the buitle downwards. She said he told that 
when the beans beyan to swell the old lady 
would get sick, and when tbe beans burst she 
wuuld die. This conjuring process did not 
‘work’ and so she said ue gave ber poison: to 
putin the food. She put the poisou in some 
rice, of which the whole family ate. As svon 
as they became sick they sent fora doctur, 
who discovered that they were poisoned, and 
administered emetics. Ali are recoveriny or 
have recovered from the effects of the poison 
but one child which died. She, however. 
now makes asworn statement that McDowell! 
or Dukes is not guilty of giving her the 


poison, or of knowing anything whatever 
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of the crime, but fixesthe guilt upon one 
Dick Barnes, whu she says gave her the poison 
and who told her to fix the crime upon Dave 
Dukes. so that she and Barnes could 
marry Christmas. On her sworn statement 
Mc)Dowell or Dukes was tried 
and convicted as being acces- 
sory to the deed,at the same term of court at 
which she was found guilty, and sentenced to 
penal servitnde forlife. Sentence has been 
suspended in his case pending a new trial 
which has been granted, on the statement 
which she now swearsto. Heisan old man 
64 years old withjwhite whiskers. He says that 
lived seven miles from Mrs. Lewis's. That he 
he knows nothing Wlatever of the crime, and 
has been a consistent member of Pine Log 
church for ten or twelve years, 

richard Barnes, whom she now accuses of 
furnishing her the poison, is an old man also, 
being fifty-two years old. He lived three 
miles from the Lewis place and isa member 
of Fairmount Methodistchurch. He has not 
been tried yet, nor has not even engaged 
counsel, baving been arrested since she was 
sentenced on her sworn statement that he 
furnished her with the poison with which to 
commit the crime, so that he and she might 
marry next Christmas 

THE OTHER PRISONERS. 

There is also in the prison A. S. Smith, 
charged with shooting Finis Neal, the parti« 
ulars of which appeared in THE CONSTITUTION 
recently. Smith now awaits the result of 
Neal’s injuries. Finis Neal now lies ina 
critical condition and may die at.any mo- 
ment. Indeed, reports reach here every little 
while that he is dead but he still lingers, 
suffering intensely. Smith, who sometimes 
goes by the name of Cherry, is avery small 
man, very slim, very quick and nervous. He 
is suffering with asthma or Consumption, 
which close confinement has greatly aygra 
vated. He stoutly affirms his innocene of the 
crime and says that he will yet prove his in- 
nocence, 

There is also a young man, 
charged with horse stealing. 
had a trial yet and did 
talk. He has a good face 
twenty-one years of age. 

Sheriff faylor is one of 
efficient ofticers the county has had ina 
nuniber of years. He is very popular, and 
deservedly so. [he prisoners speak of his 
treatment of them tn a grateful manner.

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Greenville, South Carolina, 
A STRANGE FATALITY. 
Special to The Constitution. 

GREENVILLE, 8S. C., September 26.—The 
Mountaineer will publish this week a strange 
story of fatality. Inu the early part of the 
present year Mr. M. K. Teague moved from 
Laurens county to this city for the purpose 
of opening the Greenville hotel,which is near 
the Columbia and Greenville depot. He 
brought with him his family, consisting of 
his wife and nine children—one daughter 
and eight sons. Since his arrival he has de- 
voted his time to his business, and his family 
seemed to enjcy good heaith until some time 
in the early part of July, when a 
little son, Jones. was stricken with 
a malignant type of fever. Skillful physicians 
were called io, loving parents and brotbers 
and sisters attended to every want, but naught 
could allay the terrible fever, so, on Friday, 
the 14th of July, he breathed his last, and was 
consigned to the tomb on the following day. 
Scarcely had the clods repeated the sad story, 
‘earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust,’’ 
when Martin, an interesting young man of 
nineteen years, was attacked by the same 
type of fever. He lingered in intense pain 
until the 30th of August, when his web of life 
was completed. On the very day that he 
breathed his last, Carrie, adaughter of about 
twenty eight, took her bed and was never 
again in lite down stairs. Sbedied on the 
12(h of the present month (September), Jef- 
ferson,aged seventeen years, wasstricken with 
Zisi of August, and he too 
after five weeks of excrutiating pain and de- 
lirium succumbed to the fell destroyer, on 
the 22d dav of the present month. On the 
5th inst. Mrs. Teague, amid all her afHictions 
and anxieties, took her bed, and it was soon 
evident to all that wails of anguish would be 
wruog from the hearts of - her loving 
husband and motherless children 
ere many hours. On Monday morning, 24 h 
inst., the day after the burial of Jefferson. 
her spirit, too, winged its flignt to the “‘great 
unknown.” Thus, in the short space of ten 
weeks, five members have been buried, and 
the sad chapter is not yet ended, for all the 
remaining members of the seemingly fated 
family, except one little boy, Artbur, are 
prostrated with the same disease. The father 
and four sons are helpless, and one of the 
latter, HKugene, is very, very low—even at the 
gates of death, “Ine disease seems to batile 
the skillful physicians, who are in almost 
hourly attendance. The symptoms were the 
same in all who died. Uncontrollable bowels 
and excessive perspiration are followed by de- 
lirium, attended with wiid ravings, which 
end in death, that is only a kind release from 
pain. The family is in absolute want, as their 
means Of subs stance depended upon their 
bealth and energies. For some time past the 
citizens have been defraying the heavy ex- 
penses by private subscription, and the city 
council hires purses and helps this deeply 
aftlicted family pecuniarily.

To prevent stock from runniag at large in 
the 318th and 319th district of Baldwin coun- 
ty. Passed. 

To provide a registration law for Fulton 
county. Passed. 

To provide that where members of the legis- 
lature neglect or refuse to name students for 
the Atianta university the county school 
commissioner may do so. Passed, 

To provide a sheriff for the supreme court. 
Passed. 

To provide for fire eseapes for hotels. Lost. 

To prohibit fishing in Bryce’s mill pond in 
Brooks county. Lost. | 

To increase the amount allowed confeder- 
ate soldiers for lirabs, Lost. 

Messrs. Frederick and Eakes, who 
were appointed a special com mit- 
tee to wait on the governor and inform him 
ofthe readiness of the senate to adiourn, 
reported that the duty had been performed 
and that the governor had no communication 
to make to the senate. 

The two reports of the committee appointed 
to inve stigate the state department of agri- 
culture were taken up. 

One report wus signed by Messrs. [Peeples 
and Livingston of the senate and Zachry and 
Barksdale of the bouse and fully indorsed the 
department. The other report was signed by 
Messrs. Tatum ofthe senate and Crenshaw, 
Payne and Hoge of the house. This report 
held that the commissioner had no authority 
toemploy more than one clerk while he 
really hasfour. The act after providing that 
the commissioner shall have one clerk who 
shall receive $1,200 per year, goes on to say: 

‘‘That for the purpose of practically carry 
ing out the design for which this department 
of agriculture is instituted in this state, an 
appropriation is bereby made for the support 
and maintenance of said department, and 
for the payment of employes that it will be 
necessary to employ to properly carry out the 
intentions of this act, ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) perannnm; said sum not to in- 
clnde the salary of the commissioner or his 
clerk.”’ 

4t.ue committee reported that they did not 
believe that the law intended that the com- 
missioner should have more than one clerk.

President Boynton arose and said: 

Senators, a few months ago we met here as 
strangers. ‘To-day we part after a pleasant as- 
sociation of many weeks that I trust leaves us 
friends. Speaking for myself, I can say to 
every senator and a!l of those connected with 
the general assembly with whom I have been 
associated that my recollections will be of the 
most pleasant character. 

[In our long deliberations very much has 
been said in derogation of the fact that we 
have remained here for a considerable time. 
Whatever may have been the cause [ am con- 
fident that it has not been the purpose of any 
member of the senate to prolong the session.

The house has had under considera- 
tion 1,062 bills and 170 resolutions, all of 
which have required the most careful aud 
deliberate consideration at the hands of the 
repr«sentatives of the people of Georgia, and 
speaking for myself and those with whom | 
have been associated, | feel confident that the 
peopie of Georgia, if they knew all the cir- 
cumstances and surroundings that we have 
had to encounter, they would pronounce the 
judgment which [ now pronounce: ‘Well 
done good and faithful servants.’

NEW YORK,September 26.—3tocks opened a frac- 
tion lower, but soon developed considerable 
strongth and advanced’ to 144 per cent. Northern 
Pacific and Oregon and Transcontinental were es- 
pecially prominent in the improvement. Northern 
Pacific sold up to 31, Northern Pacific preferred to 
64%, and Oregon and Transcontinental to 53%4. 
After the frst call a report was circulated that a 
leading builder had failed for $2,000,000 The market 
declined rapidly 14 to 1% per cent, Villards, West- 
erm Union, and Missouri Pacific being the weakest 
features. Before noon the declaration of the usual 


Lake Shore dividend of 2 per cent was announced, | 


and this stiffened the market, as it refuted the 
statements made recently by the bears that the 
dividend would be only 1% per cent. The reports 
of failure were also denied at this time, and the 
course of the market was changed from weakness 
to buoyancy, From noon until the close prices 
raoved up without any reaction of importance.The 
advance ranged from 1 to 3°, per cent, the latter for 
Oregon and Transcontinental, which sold up to 
65%; Northern Pacifie rose 2%4 to 35; Northern 
Wacific preferred 3 to64; Denver 2% to 2854; Lacka- 
wanna 1%4 to 121%; Mont.i%¢ to 110; Louisville and 
Nashville 154 to 50%; Lake Shore 1’, to 10224; Mis- 
souri Pacific 2 to 974%; New Jersey Central 1% to 8:;

A great 
many hills prohibit the sale within three miles of 
certain churches,
